I close my eyes and the scene conjured before 
them are of wild swine; Stupid, stolid, bleary-firey 
eyed; mentally and spiritually stunned; Grunting 
their way out of the bush; Rooting under the walls 
of the ancient Tabernacle in the Wilderness;

history, but somehow this fact had escaped me. It 
did not take me thirty minutes in a good library to 
prove how right he was. To say that I was 
astonished beyond measure would be an under¬ 
statement. My feelings must have been akin to 
those of Josiah when they delivered to him a 
copy of the Law that they had been buried among 
the rubbish of the temple for so long. Instantly I 
recognized just how far this Pentecostal Movement 
had strayed in erecting her huge Political-Ecclesia¬ 
stical Systems and the burning wrath that no doubt 
God has stored against them. 

Ladies and Gentlemen the answer is so obvious 
that even a Simpleton can see it; “IF THE 
CHURCH ORGANIZATION BEGAN AT NICEA
